A surprise announcement 
was given to South Bay City 
Commissioners Tuesday night 
when their attorney, Thomas 
Montgomery, resigned, effective 
February 1, 

"I'm forced to resign as city 
attorney because I do not want 
to appear to have a conflict of 
interest,” he told the com- 
mission. 

Mr. Montgomery, who has 
been the city's attorney for 
almost 9 years, said his firm 
has received a contract with 
Palm Beach County to represeat 
indigent criminal defendants. 

His firm has had the contract 
for several years, but just 
recently the county decided to 
move the contract to Belle 
Glade, he said. 

"There is a good possibility I 
might get a case out of South 
Bay," he said, noting that some 
of those cases could come from 
the recent riots in the city. 

"There were a number of 
people arrested and we could 
get some of those cases,” he 
said. 

Vice Mayor Willie Marshall, 
who was presiding at the 
meeting in the absence of 
Mayor Clarence Anthony, told 
Mr. Montgomery it was going to 
be difficult to find an attorney 
in two weeks, “especially one as 
good as you,” he added. 

“This is somewhat of a 
surprise, but I've enjoyed 
working with you," Mr. 
Marshall told the attorney.

Other commissioners also 
expressed their disappointment 
at the resignation, but voted to 


accept the attorney's resig- - 


nation. 

Mr. Marshall said the city 
will begin advertising for the 
position as soon as possible. 

Mr. Montgomery, said he 
would continue to serve on the 
Civil Service Board and would 
play on the city's volleyball 
team.

Mr. Harrington had been a 
resident of Canal Point since 
moving from Morven, Georgia 
in 1929. 

For 63 years he farmed in 
Canal Point as A.R. Harrington 
Farms. In 1966 his family was 
recognized as "Farm Family of 
the Year" for Palm Beach 
County. 

A native of Brooks County, 
Georgia, he was’ born on July 
28, 1906, son of the late Bryant 
Platt and Iola May Rogers

Clinton and jobs 


Bill Clinton stated. correctly 
during the presidential cam- 
paign that virtually no new jobs 
were.created during President 
Bush's tenure in the White 
House. Although roughly two 
million jobs a year were created 
in.the United States from 1970 
to 1989, job expansion has been 
virtually stagnant since. 

The newly elected president 
has made it clear that "doing 
something about jobs and the 
economy” is his top priority. 
However, as we demonstrate in 
our, forthcoming: book, Out of 


Century America, published for 
the Independent ‘Institute, 
Clinton's best strategy would be 
to move decisively to.end the 
government programs that 
have, in fact, caused the. decline 
in new job growth. 

When labor markets are 
allowed to-óperate without 
interference, as was the case, 
for example, after both world 
wars, the economy adjusts 
quickly to changing circum- 
stances. But, when intervention 
and manipulation occur, such 
as by Presidents Hoover and 
Roosevelt during the Great 
Depression, the result almost 
always is prolonged unemploy- 
ment and low, or no, job growth. 

The law of demand, in other 
words, applies to labor markets 
ïn the same way it applies to 
other goods and services. When 
labor is less expensive, more 
people are hired. When the cost 
of hiring workers rises, less 
hiring is done. 

What turned a modest 
recession in the late 1920s into 
the Great Depression was a 
government-supported, high- 
wage policy that priced labor 
out of the market. Likewise, the 


1990 recession was partially 
triggered by large wage 
increases, 

During the impressive eco- 
nomic expansion from 1983 to 
1989, hourly wage costs (includ- 
ing fringe benefits) rose slightly 
more than four percent per 
year. After adjusting for 
inflation and some increase in 
the productivity of workers, 
labor costs actually fell as a 
percentage of sales, making 
hiring more attractive. 

Beginning in 1989, however, 
hourly wage costs started to 
rise at a faster rate and then 
soared to an annual rate of 
eight percent in the second 
quarter of 1990. Why? One 
major factor was the 13.4 
percent increase in the-federal 
minimum wage that took effect 
the first day of that quarter. 

The result was that the 
soaring Mabor costs reduced 
employment which, in time, led 
to smaller wage increases, 
setting the stage for a market- 
based recovery. Then, on April 
1, 1991, another large increase 
in the federal minimum wage 
forced up labor costs at an 
annual rate of five percent, 
thwarting that potential 
recovery. 

Other recent legislation has 
also aggravated joblessness. On 
three occasions, for example, 
Congress extended unemploy- 
ment insurance benefits, 
causing the unemployed to be 
more choosy about what work 
they would accept and also 
increasing what economists call 
the "reservation" (the mini- 
mally acceptable wage) of the 
unemployed, further retarding 
job growth, 

To have both new job 
opportunities and a rising 
standard of living, labor 


hour worked -- must go up, In 
recent years, several pieces of / 
new legislation have retarded 
productivity growth, such as_ 
the 1990 amendments to the 
Clean Air Act, the Americans 
with Disabilities Act, and the 
1991 Civil Rights Act. 

By. restricting the ability of 
employers to use labor and 
capital inputs to maximize , 
productivity, new regulations 
arising from these laws 
continue to hold back the econo- 
mic.recovery. ` 

President-elect Clinton's 
campaign promises do not bode 
well for an easing of unemploy- 
ment. He favors indexing the 
minimum wage, allowing it to 
rise on a continual basis. ‘ 

His health care proposals 
would lead to a huge increase 
in the cost of fringe benefits 
associated with health care, 
which can only be financed by 
lowering money wages, by 
raising prices, or by reducing 
profits, all of which would lead 
to a reduction in jobs. 

And finally, the higher 
income taxes he has in mind 
also will tend to reduce labor: 
inputs. 

One of the nation's most 
serious economic problems is 
stagnating labor productivity 
which, since 1970, has risen 
less than one percent per year 
in the United States compared 
with a three percent annual 
growth rate from 1947 to 1970.

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Women view men as more dominant in 
relationships than even the men view 
themselves, according to a University ‘of Florida 
psychologist who has researched communication 
between the sexes. 

The two sexes have fundamental differences in 
in the way they communicate and those 
differences often can lead to tension and 
disagreemerit within relationships, according to 
Ruth Ann Herman, a doctoral candidate in UF's 
psychology program who based her findings on 
the study of 42 heterosexual couples. At least 
one member of the couple was a UF student. 

"The differences can be subtle, but they are 
there," Herman said. "most couples don't 
necessarily have tọ'change the way they 
communicate,, but they do have to realize that 


A their partner may use different communication 
yj methods, When that doesn't happen, then there 


may be trouble within a relationship.”. - 

Herman divided communication between the 
couples into two categories, affiliative and 
dominant. Affiliative communication stresses 
support, understanding d expressiveness, 
while dominant communication is driven by 
status and control. 

Both. partners in the study considered 
themselves and their partners as mostly 
affiliative, but Herman's research found that 
women viewed the men as more dominant than 
the men viewed themselyes. 

"It doesn't matter if in fact the men are more 


differences in how they communicate 


dominant if the perception on the part of the 
women is that they are,” Herman said. "This 
type of finding has a lot of implications as far as 
couples counseling goes.” 

To study the methods of communication, 
Herman had couples engage in conversations 
about things that can cause. stress in 
relationships, like finances, how to spend leisure 
time, and the impending departure of one 
partner. 

She videotaped the conversations and then 
replayed them, asking the women and men to 
write down what they were thinking during 
parts of the discussion, as well as what they 
believed their partner to be-thinking. ` 

"The females tended to feel a little self- 
conscious when: they viewed themselves on 


videotape," Herman said. "But overall, people ~ 


weren't too surprised with what they saw. Most 
felt it was enlightening to see themselves 
interact with their partners. They said it helped 
them understand their feelings.” ~ 

The reasons for the difference in commu- 
nication styles, Herman said, can be traced to

"Now, when we are in our teens and 20s, we are 
told that we have to play together. In the.long 
_term, what we need to do is tone down the
